Exeter, Jan. 20.—The matter ' of 


"most interest which came before the 
superior court Wednesday was 
rearing in the case of the- state of 
New Hampshire against the Boston 
and Maine railroad for 
alleged in- 


crease of freight rates over Its lines 
from the dates of July 24, 1883, to 
Aug. 1, 1889. The case has been be- 
fore the public since July 2,1908, when 
Attorney General Eastman filed a biu 
in equity, and the railroad later sent 
a demurrer. The case was transferred 
to the supreme court, but it has now 
como back overruled, and is to be 
heard in the superior court of this 
county.

He 
emphatically stated that the

had been specified in the bill-of equi- 
ty, and it was unreasonable to ask for 
this at this time. He said: "The rates 
were to be decreased, but they were 
Increased.
